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Claim Objections 

Claim 20 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c). as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit tlie subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 19 already 
stipulates the same thing regarding the meaning of R\ 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. At issue is how the term "several" as in "several 
hundred meters" should be defined. In fact, Merriam-Websters college dictionary 
defines "several" as an indefinite number more than two and fewer than many. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Okinoshima et al. JP 10-251356. 
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Applicant contends that the reference fails to render obvious the claimed 
invention that insofar as there is no indication that an abhesive coating is fomied. The 
Examiner addressed this matter in the correspondence dated June 22, 2005. The 
coating taught by the reference is necessarily abhesive in nature given that it and the 
coating material disclosed in claim 12 are similarly constituted. "Products of identical 
chemical composition can not have mutually exclusive properties." A chemical 
composition and its properties are inseparable. Therefore, if the prior art teaches the 
identical chemical structure, the properties applicant discloses and/or claims are 
necessarily present. In re Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 709, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 
1990). See also In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252. 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 
"Where the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially identical in 
structure or composition, or are produced by identical or substantially identical 
processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or obviousness has been 
established." Indeed, it is widely recognized that siloxane polymers have a low-surface 
energy and, therefore, inherently possess a lubricity characteristic. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in Independent fomri including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The substrates mentioned by Okinoshima are 
not expected to possess a self-adhesive property. Claims 19-24 would be allowable If 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 
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The Examiner appreciates that it is not especially novel to adjust the pass- 
through rate of a coated web so as to maximize process speed while still ensuring that 
the curable resin is cured to whatever extent is desired. Nevertheless, the obviousness 
of the claims must be assessed in the context of the teachings of the prior art. The 
irradiation times of the coated substrates are on the order of at least 2 seconds for each 
170 mm length of substrate. There is no reasonable expectation of success were the 
process described therein to be modified so as to be operated at the speeds indicated 
by the claim. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
